Sen. Cory Booker said at a Senate committee hearing that 
he was “seething with anger” over President Donald Trump’s 
remarks on immigration, berating Homeland Security Sec- 
retary Kirstjen Nielsen for “convenient amnesia.” 

Booker, D-N.J., used his maiden hearing as a member of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee to criticize Trump’s des- 
cription of Haiti and some African nations as “shithole coun- 
tries” during a meeting last Thursday with members of Con-

“T had tears of rage,” Booker said after 
Senate Democratic Whip Dick Durbin of 
Illinois recounted Trump’s words to him. 

During the committee hearing, Nielsen 
told Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., that she “did 
not hear that word used.” 

“The conversation was very impas- 
sioned,” she told Leahy. “I don’t dispute 
that the president was using tough lan- 
guage. Others in the room were also using 
tough language.” 

Nielsen said Trump was frustrated that
